Several hun­ 
dred blooms were entered in the show 
held in a store room of the Hotel Get­ 
tysburg annex on Saturday. 
In the fifteen classes represented 
grow ers competed for cash 
prizes 
which were offered by the merchants 
of towrn for the finest blooms. 
The 
variety and quality of the blooms were 
said by Dr, Norman Keefer, one of 
the judges, to be fa r beyond his ex­ 
u d a t i o n s and in this he was second­ 
ed by Mr. Dunkle, of Duncannon, who 
also served as a judge and had a 
display of his flowers here, but they 
were not entered in competition. 
Members of the flower club stated 
today that the interest shown in the 
display of dahlias was fa r greater 
than was shown in any of the pre­ 
vious shows and attributed this to the 
fa rt that the dahlias had a better sea­ 
son in which to m ature than had a 
m ajority of the other flowers. 
The exhibits which were nut on 
display by Dr. Keefer arid Mr. Dunkle 
included some of the rarest as well as 
some of the most perfect flow-ers ex­ 
hibited here. 
Their displays a ttra c t­ 
ed much attention 
from the large 
num ber of people who visited the 
show.

Taking as the theme of his evening 
sermon “The Spotless Face”, the Rev. 
F. L. Stine, pastor of the United 
B rethren church, declared 
th a t the 
city of Philadelphia has “besmirched 
its fa ir nam e beyond the power of 
time to remove the foul stain,” by al­ 
lowing th e recent heavyweight cham ­ 
pionship fight between Dempsey and 
Tunney to be held within its limits. 
T aking his text from Job 11:15, 
“ For thou shalt lift up thy face with­ 
out spot,” he continued: 
“Those are the words of Zophar, 
the religious but not Christian dog­ 
m atist. 
He speaks very plainly to 
Job, but his inferences are not well 
founded; sim ply speculation. 
It is the 
m anifestation of a zeal, but a zeal not 
bom of knowledge. 
“Aside from the connection in which 
Zophar used the expression of the 
text, the words are tremendously sig­ 
nificant. We would have the text sug­ 
gest to us the expression of the a t­ 
titude of a soul at peace with God. 
“One of the constituent elements 
that m ake this possible 
is 
an 
un­ 
questioned, satisfying conviction. 
“ N either the physical face nor the 
face of the soul may be lifted to God 
if rendered hideous and asham ed by 
the spots, blemishes and doubt of un­ 
certainty and shallow’ conviction con­ 
cerning all that Christ is set forth to 
be in th e Word of God. 
The convic­ 
tion of Paul must grip the soul. ‘For 
I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one th a t be­ 
lieveth,’ Rom. 1:16. When we can thus 
say ‘I know,’ we can look the whole 
world in the face unblushingly, for the 
individual has become rig ht with God 


j through Christ, and the intercourse is 
1 the intercourse of mutual friends, all 
estrangem ent and em barrassm ent hav­ 
ing boon satisfyingly removed. 
The 
guilt and shame of my sinful life has 
i been so satisfyingly and fu lly 'taken 
by another, that, though not faultless, 
I I am blameless in the sight of Him 
w hose relationship to me and my -rv 
lntionship to Him determine my eter­ 
nal destiny. 
“ And so when we come to Him w’ith 
the uplifted, spotless face, what 
a 
tribute it is to the worth and power 
of salvation in Jesus. Ah, unashamed 
in His presence! 
How-* precious. 
The 
spot of the tell-tale blush of unrecog­ 
nized or unconfessed sin will come to 
the face of too many nominal pro­ 
fessors. 
With downcast 
eyes, 
face 
suffused in the blush of shame, many 
will call upon the rocks and the hills 
to hide them from His presence. Oh, 
my brethren, by the through faith ap­ 
propriation of all 
that Christ 
was 
meant to be to and for us, shall we 
have the spotless face at His appear­ 
ing! 
“In the next place we shall take the 
I words of the text to indicate the ex­ 
pression of the delights and love of 
the Divine fellowship. 
“The uplifted, spotless face is indic­ 
ative of the h e a rt’s joy in the privi­ 
lege of intim ate fellowship with the 
Divine.

Washington, Sept. 27.—Casualties 
in the Miami stqrm area “may great­ 
ly exceed those already announced,” 
Captain Robert W. McNeely, com­ 
mander of the Key West Naval Sta- I 
tion, has advised the Navy depart- j 
ment.

(Tty Associated Presa.t 
Philadelphia, Sept. 27.—Robert Os­ 
car Anderson, known as “Smiling Bob, 
the bandit”,, killed him self with il­ 
lum inating 
gas 
Friday 
in 
the 
Eastern Penitentiary where he was 
serving a sentence of from 30 to f 
years. 
He was found dead in the 
prison print shop. 
Anderson in preparing for death 
printed in red ink on the whitewashed 
wall of the room these words: 
“W ith a smile, I die as I lived.” 
On a small pad found with his body, 
he had w ritten “I am sinking now. 
I am going rapidly,” 
There was a break in the w riting 
and then in larger letters he wrote: 
“Get the boys together and have 
them send me some flowers.” 
Still lower on the pad w ritten in 
very large and shaky letters was the 
last message: 
“Get th e band to play me a tune. 
Make it snappy.” 
Anderson was employed in the print 
shop, having been a linotype operator. 
It is believed th at when work hours 
ended Friday 
he 
hid 
him self 
be­ 
hind some machinery. 
The suicide 
was not discovered until a cell mate, 
whose term expired Friday, went to 
the print shop to get string from 
Anderson to tie a package. 
Anderson was sentenced last March. 
He had a brief criminal career, during 
which he lived in an apartm ent house 
passing as a young w riter, dressing 
well and stealing enough to keep him 
in the luxurious life he had chosen.
